April's Best Tip 

Automotive Tip of the M onth 
This month's best tip also 
happens to be the winn&r of the 
All-Lock A-7000 VATS Decoder. 
A II -Lock will award a decoder to 
the best automotive tip each 
month of the year. 

This Technitip concerns the 
removal of l he lock cylinder on ihc 
new Chevy and GMC pickups, On 

l lie new both- style, [her lock cylinder 
is enclosed in the pull bandit as- 
sembly. The entire assembly must 
be removed to Hi a key or service the 
cylinder. Any one who has worked 
on one of these trucks knows how 
much of a problem the lock R&K 
can be. The inside trim panel is 
removed to access the inside of the 
doors only lo discover that the lock 
mechanism is still not accessible. 
Removing the metal panel that 
supports the wlndoiv regulator 
mechanism will allow limited access 
to the inside of ihe door P but if the 
inside panel is not handled very 
carefully, the window will tl rap down 
and is very hard to contend with 
while servicing the lock. The follow- 
ing is what T have come Up with as 
ao easy method of removing the 
lock cylinder from, this vehicle lor 
service. 

Remove the inside trim panel, 
using the standard methods for 
General Motors vehicles. At this 
point, it is not necessary to remove 
the inner metal panel. A small hole* 
above ihe metal panel will allow 
access to a LQrum boll that attaches 
the forward edge of the pull handle 
assembly to the door skin. Remove 
this with a mil driver. If you do not 
already have magnetic inserts in 
your nut drivers, you should invest 
in a S-ct. They will prevent you from 
dropping the attachment bolt down 
into the door as it is removed. Alter 
removing the bolt inside the door, 
remove the attachment bolt in the 
edge of Ehe door. Photograph one 
shows t he I ocal ions of the attachmc nt 
bolls used to secure the handle 
assembly in the door. 
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1 . Locations of the attachment holts 
arti shown here. 

At this point, the bundle is free to 
be removed. The problem is thai I tie 
connecting linkage prevents the 
assembly from being maneuvered 
enough to be free of the door skin. 
Remove the three T25 torx screw* 
that secure the lock latch mechanism 
in the edge of the door .The latch will 
drop down enough to allow the lock 
linkage to he disconnected from the 
latch and removed as you sue in 
photograph two, Once disconnected, 




2, Lock linkage disconnected and 
removed. 

the handle can be "easily" man- 
euvered to separate it from the door 
for service. Observe that the lift 
handle is not "clipped" to the latch 




3, Tho lift handle is not "clipped" to 
the latch assembly- 



assembly in photograph three. It 
simply passes through the push dowo 
arm of the latch. 

Pay close attention to the locking 
link, If it is installed ll end-for-end a " 
it will lock the door but will interfere 
with the window channel seen in 
photograph four, to prevent the 
door from being unlocked with the 
key. The lock pawl on these vehicle* 
is fairly fragile, and will no doubt 
become a very profitable repair item 
for the locksmith. The lock pawl in 
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4, Nate ths Jong "L rJ shaped pawl. 

the photograph was modified hy a 
lot attendant using a Slim-Jim type 
tool. 

Repairing it required a little more 
skill. Replace the handle into the 
door skin r acid bolt il in place. You 
will find lhat by in^crtlri.g the key ia 
1 he cylinder and lu mi ng f he cy lindc r 
counterclockwise (left) W lut n. the 
long"!/* shaped pawl shown in pho~ 
IQgraph four will clear the window 
channel as the handle slips into the 
door. Ff done carefully, everything 
will fall into place without 
bending or distorting the door or 
the handle assembly . Replace the 
latch, and reconnect the lock Link 
last. (It does not need to be com- 
pletely removed, as it was in the 
photos.) Test the lock and latch 
carefully, before replacing the inside 



trim panel.

Here is a lit lie lip for those dead boll 
installations when you get in a hurry 
and realize after installing the lock in 
the door, thai you forgot to mark the 
jamb for ihe strike hole. If you're any- 
thing like me, you hate to remove the 
whole lock, j lis c to use Lhc strike 
marker. My tip is to put a little "chalk" 
or everj "white- out "correct ion fluid on 
the tip of the boh to mark the iamb, 
Close the door and extend the bolt a 
few times to leave a perfect print of the 
boll on the jamb. On gray primer metal 
jambs this Tech ni tip is ideal. A piece of 
dark colored chalk will make this tip 
work equally well on while jambs.

Here is a Technitip that I hav^ used 
to keep the sigjis in the right position in 
my store window. Signs like "YI : S WE 
ARE: OPEN 11 and "SORRY Wi: ARC 
CLOSED^ or "BE BACK AT - can 



get turned the wrong way or blown 
do w n as a cust o m e i i- r i r ei s o r leaves the 
store. Occasionally an amateur come- 
dian, disguised as a customer will turn 
the sign around as a joke. 

The cure for these problems h a sim- 
ple piece of Velcro tape on the sign. By 
P hieing a small piece of self-adhesive 
Velcro matei ia] on the sign and on the 
window .glass, it is impossible for the 
sign to blow down or get turned around 
by accident. If a stray comedian should 
a l tempi to reverse your sign white 
you're not looking, the sound of the 
Velcro will tip you to his mischief.

the van, for temporary signs or 

advertisements.

Dealer brand residential grade cn< ry 
function knob locks are very coin in on 
in my area. My Technitip is for a quiek 
method of removing the lock cylinder, 
that will speed up cylinder service 
considerably. By removing the lock 
cylinder without removing the loek 
from the door, a 2-3 minute R&.R job 
e;ni be reduced to 10 seconds. 

The first step is to apply downward 
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press Li re on the inside knob, This will 
bind the lock actuator or tail piece. 

The second step is to insert a long. 
slender Allen wrench into I lie key way. 
At the rear of the key way is the lock 
actuator. Pushin far enough to dislodge 
the actuator from the "figure B" de- 
pression in l he rear of the cylinder plug, 
white ma in mining the pressure on the 
inside knob. 

While maintaining this pressure, 
insert a working key and rotate ihe lock 
plug [ 80 degrees. This should Tree I hi: 
cylinder from the lockset. Remove the 
cylinder with the key in the rotated 
direction and try again. Ff the key will 
noi rotate past ihc 90 degree point, go 
back to the second siep. 

To reinstall the cylinder in the lock, 
insert it into the outside knob with the 
key in Lhe IHC) degree position. Rotate 
the key back to the normal key pull 
position and remove it. The cylinder 
will not he locked in position. Ttest the 
key to make sure it stops a I 90 degrees 
of rotation. The actuator must engage 
i he pine, to prevent the cylinder from 
being removed. I have had very good 
luck with this method.

Yo u wil I k now from yo u r reco rds 
if the com bin at ion has already been 
used. 

If your customer needs a key for a 
panic li ta r lock b you can use your reco rds 
to produce the key on a eodc machine. 
A eard, like the one in il his Era I ion five, 
should contain the key section, 1200 
code card to use, and any other special 
information that would be necessary to 
make a key. Is there a master key? Arc 
the keys stamped "Do Not Duplicate?" 
Who is authorized lo order or receive 
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II lustration 5 

keys? When was a particular lock 

changed 1 . 7 Arc the keys lettered or num- 
bered to identify the locks they operate? 
The numbers used to record the cuts 
of the keys should he ended. This way, 
i he card would be of no use to anyone 
bul yourself. Even coiled, you must 
guard these records carefully. Always 
keep them in a safe place.

It also allows you to run a lap 
0'N:a.i::'i lm faMnadiLTu: through your 
car phone. Verifying a credit card 
manually will generally take you 1 wo nr 
ih ret mi null's.

Consumers are nni I he only ones 
with a plastic romance, Large and 
small businesses use credit cards to 
extend their cash flow for bookkeeping 
pur puses. Accepting credit cards is 
really a necessity of doing business. In 
Tact, many previous cash ore beck only 
establishments are accepting payment 
by credit cards. Even the federal, state 
and city governments now accept credit 
Curd payments for taxes, police depart- 
menls for traffic fines., and la*i cabs for 
fares. 

Since niany lock smiths operate away 
from a fixed location, the combination 
of a poiential customer without cash 
and a mobile operation thai does not 
accept credit cards is the perfect example 
of Lose revenue. Remember, if you 
don't require payment at the time of 
service, a bill or invoice will have to 
follow. In the office you wi I L receive the 
paperwork tit the end of the day and 
I ben within the nest couple days you 
will process it and mail out invoices. 
The customer will receive it maybe 
within a week and hopefully mail back 
the payment. This complete process 
could take as long as a month or more. 
In addition you have the bad debl fac- 
tor. Accepting credit cards could virtu- 
ally eliminate the cycle and if handled 
cot re e 1 1 v e li mi na te t he bad d cht facto r. 

J " his is w here i he Creel it Li n k att ached 
to your cellular phone comes into play.

Cellular technology, as a mobile 
(elephone service, has proven itself as a 
valuable communications tool. It is 
now proving to be just as valuable a 
tool for JiOit-voioe communications. 

Computer data transmissions became 
popular in the 3980Y In the IWs 
muniEe data communications will be- 
come the new frontier. Just think of 
this: not only could you use this for 
credit veri Meat ion, but with the addi- 
tion of a iransporlable fax, and or a 



tap computer you could eliminate the 
need for stocking code books or a mas- 
ter key system in your vehicles, and if 
you used the lap computer as a termi- 
nal, your driver would be able in imme- 
d iate ly b ring u p an account c li m i n at i n jr 
ihe pcrpeiualion of an already bad 
account. 

They don't have it available at 1 he 
moment but I'm sure not loo far down 
l be line with rbc use of the Credit Link, 
a customer will be able to pay for 
mobile servies ^iih an ATM card, 
im mediately transferring the money 
from their account tn yours, and this 
total process will be initialed and 
completed within about 30 seconds. 

All these things have, until now, 
required access to a standard business 
telephone line. Cellular Solutions has 
overcome this limitation and has de- 
veloped this interface device 1 Vc refcred 
to as the Credit Link which allows a 
mobile operation to connect a verifier 
to virtually any cellular telephone.

Many years ago, an old safecracker 
whispered to me that ihe seerei 

of successful safe work was knowing when 
to cut yuwi' losses by using education 
and enlightenment. He finished by 
saying that "...experience is the best 
teacher." Mow weli I know th^c . [ i\m 
looking for new experiences all the 
i line, and whenever things do not go as 
l hey arc planned and measured (how- 
ever carefully), then I learn something, 
the hard way. 

Onu ol my recent experiences where 
I learned a thing or two was with my 
delving imo the arcane world of the 
diabolical side-punching of safes and 



money chests; particularly M osier lug 
door money safes: chests. 

As you might remember from my 
previous article* things did no< go as 
planned and a lot more energy and drill 
bits were expended than was rually 
necessary, "there is a simple solution, 
however. Instead of side punching 
d ireet ly i n li n e wit h t he loc k i ng bol i in a 
M osier or oiher lug door type unit, and 
cneotiiueringthc Relcom Rods of Sal an. 
all you do is drill deeper than expected 
and angle? back. 

Let's pretend thai we have a M osier 
lug dour to open, and for so cue reason 
we have decided to punch the locking 
bolt back and turn the door open. WUh 
this method all hardplatcand hardened 
pins will be bypassed. Uy reading our 
m a n u nl.s . we have ten i i t ivc I y deter mi ned 
the exact distance to bolt center from 
the face of the door and not the edge of 
the safe housing. For arguments sake, 
let u,h say ihe distance is three inches. 
We will mark a line on ihe side of the 



chest at the dial center mark and mea- 
sure in Ihree inches from I he face of the 
door, (iff illustration /.) 

Once we h a ve accu r a t c ly de i ermi n cd 
this spot, we now measure back 
approximately five inches further 
(toward the back of the unit) and make 
a new mark. This measurement is not 
critical, but the thickness of ihe clad- 
ding concrete will determine where to 
put this mark. 

The secret to thus modified side 
pu nehing attack is the angle of ihe hole 
that must be drilled. What we are 
attempting to do is to come at the bolt 
from the baek ? avoiding the trouble of 
drilling Relsom or oilier types of drill 
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A lypical unitized coin nidation Incik 
wild handle, The din I rotates around 
thfl Opening handle. The combination 
is gear driven, and th& lock case is to 
the right oi the dial. 



resistant material, (5w illustration 2.) 
Th< angle of the hole is determined 
triform metrically. Hint: about 45 
dcyrees is best. Remember, you will be 
trying to punch this bolt back with 
about a 5 } 6" rod of <ucc3. The closer to

pounding. The reason that I his back- 
angle at lack is possible, i-s th^c the cav- 
ity holding the locking boll is open in 
[he back and can be accessed from a 
side attack. 

1 have not tried this method yet but 
a ii ot her safe expert remembered that 
this method of attack seemed to work 
in [he old days. I hope he was, and still 
is, right. 

Side drilling and aide punching for 



particular parts of a safe or chest is a 
good way to attack newer safes and a 
couple of older models too. On some 
newer units,, drilling Tor a relockcr is 
much easier from the side lhan from 
(he front of a safe ( except X6 varieties). 
One thing to remember is to u&c your 
reference books as a guide, not as the 
finat word. 

Side punching is a good at lack on 
curtain Etciinin^lori Rand type units, 
where the dial surrounds the opening 
handle, on both single and double door 
units. You will be familiar with many 
of these units under various nain-Es, 
York, Diebold T ctc. 

The reasons for side punching on 
these safes arc simple. There is an ex- 
cellent hardplaie on most of these 
units, it is hard to drill in any easily 
accessible and safe places in [he lock, 
and it is impossible to gel rep Lice men I 
locks for these units. Drilling into any 
part of the lock, if thai is what you 
decide to- do, must be precise and 
accurate. 

These combination locks are gem 1 
driven and the drive wheels, the relockcr h 
and the type of bolt are specific to that 
particular safe and lock. The 07214 and

It "s difficult for some people to 
reali/.e bow recently in Texas history 
some of the ■"■Wild West 44 shenanigans 
took place. Before moving to west 
Texas and learning differently, I had 
relegated such activities to the distant 
past r They were things you read about 
in history hooks or saw on the silver 
screen, Then Joe Newton walked into 
our locksmith shop. 

The name Newton may noi ring a 
bell with you, but ii is well known in 
and around Uvalde County. The Newton 
Brothers, four in number, grew up in 
these parti during the pre-dcpression 
era. They were an enterprising lot. 
When times got hard, they found ways 
to make more money than you could 
shake a ntiek at, They robbed banks 
and trains. 

Authorities have stated thai they 
netted more booty than Jesse James, 
the Daltons, Butch Cassidy, and all the 
01 hers put together. Between 1920 and 
\92A ¥ in a territory that spanned an 
area west of the Mississippi and between 
Mexico and Canada, I hey robbed six 
trains and 80 banks, carrying away 
cash ranging from J3t),tH)0 from a bank 
in Houston, Texas to more than S3 
million from a mail train at Rondout, 
Illinois. 

These four "businessmen,™ as they 
referred to themselves, did not wear 
masks and earried weapons only for 
their own protection. They had taken a 
vow among themselves never to shoot 
to k 11 1 . To ens u re t ha t vo w + 1 hey I oad cd 
their weapons with birdshot. 

W hen asked w hy ihcy nc vc r com m it- 
led a robbery in Uvalde County, Joe 



replied thaL they did not want to bring 
harm to their neighbors. "Besides^ 11 he 
added with a twinkle in his eye. "I did 
all my banking in Uvalde." 

Alt hough t hey were eve ntnaj ly ca tight 
and brought lo justice, I hey managed 
:o bargain their way out of lengthy 
prison terms by returning part of their 
ill-gOUCi} ^ains. 

After bis release from Leavenworth, 
Joe relumed to the old home place in 
Uvalde, where he lived out bis life in 
relative peaee and quiet, ex eepl for a 20 
war Lujin he served in ;;ii: "or ;i kink 
robbery he vehemently denied com- 
mitting. (The judge sentenced him 
saying that even if he was innocent, it 
would ll pay back" for all the times he 
had not been caught.) 

After serving their respective times 
in prison, three of the four "Terrors of 
Texas, "as they had been dubbed by one 
w rite r, sei t led 1 o a q ulel . peaceful 1 i fe i n 
Uvalde, 

The fourth brother could not end u i e 
a calm life Long and broke out of a 
nursing home, at the age of 16 1 to rob 
the Rowena, Texas bank, ( Tnt crest i ugly 
enough, Rowena was the borne of 
another bank robber, Bonnie Parker, 
of "Bonnie and Clyde" fame.) As fate 
would have it, Dock Newtorfii final 
robbery was hindered by a mal- 
functioning burglar alarm going off in 
a liquor Slore across the street from the 
bank. Wasting no lime, the sheriff ^md 
his deputies surrounded the bank in 
error before Dock had time to escape. 

The Newton house is said to have 
had a front sidewalk paved in gold 
do liars. Some say they were only silver 
dollars. Some reject the whole idea. 
Nevertheless, numerous round* flat 
identations remain in the concrete 
where something has been removed. 

A retired U.S. Marshall from Uvalde., 
was in o ur shop recent ly . te 11 i n g u s t ales 
about these and other safe crackers 
who used to ply their trade in the area, 
"You know, it's a real shame," he said. 
"But all the old pros are about gone 



now. Nobody knows how to crack a 
safe with style anymore. They jast 
slam, bang and if it doesn't open, they 
move on. \t\ taken ail the fun out of it." 

He paused, remembering, "I hen his 
eyes spark led and he continued . ""["he re 
was one gang of safe-crackers hack a 
few years ago, that came up in federal 
court in Del Rio, Four men and Ihrce 
of (heir girlfriends, as I recall. 

"1 hose folks were some tiling else. 
They were out to crack one of the old 
cannon-ball safes, so they stole one of 
that same type and carried it clear to 
Arkansas to figure out how to get into 
it. By experimenting with various 
chemicals and gasses they finally 
managed to devise an extra-hot torch 
I hat was a lot like the new [her ma I 
Lance. Jt would cut right into those 
suckers." 

lie shook his head and chuckled, his 
mind sifting through ibe hundreds oi 
memories it held. 'There was another 
cracker Til never forge! , He was from 
over in San Antonio, name of Jim. 
He'd steal dynamite and boil it down to 
get the nil re glycerin from it lo blow 
the safes. One time, he was after a safe 
at a meat packing plant. The nirfn hc 
ikvidod to Mow U. I happened to he 
sitting in my car, just acouple of blocks 
from the plant. I remember feeling the 
ground shake, but it never occurred to 
me what it was, Tn fact. I wondered if 
we had some kind of earth ircmor, or 
some l hi ng." 

"11 was the next day before anybody 
knew- what had happened. He'd (brown 
two or -three sides of beef over I be safe 
to muffle the sound, and had blown it 
with nitro. Talk about a mess!" The 
Marshall laughed. 

Ill 
never forget, when we finally caught 
him, 1 drew the job of transporting him 
to the state penitentiary. As we were 
driving along, I asked him, *Jim what

We hear a lot of fanfare about 
marketing strategics and how we 
can all be rich if we send the money for 

a q u i ek fix success f'o rrmi lis . We 11, 1 inn 

here to eel] you that k\ all a pile of 

Marketing is basicalh the technique 

used t o m a ke a p ro II l at yo U r enter p rise. 
There is almost as many approaches to 
marketing as there are potential enler- 
prbc* to market. There h "top down/" 
"niche," "direct, M and even "bottom 
up" iiiiiikemig j u s L to name a few. Kor 
this reason I will nut be jjU inti: you a 
course of instruction within this short 
article. Mv intention h io address the 



small lockshop owner, who may be 

having difficulty 1 hiding the market or 
tho new locksmith who is just sLarting 
out. 

Mirny new business owners lull him 
i In: trap of. saying "This is what I can do 
arid here is cny business, so now let's 
make the people come and buy our 
product," This is fine and dandy if you 
are the only business providing your 
unique service in the greater Chicago 
nire a. However, iryoura-n&ais populated 
with similar services., many .students of 
marketing would suggest you take a 
different approach. Thai is, look at l he 
people who are the buyers first. 

"Bottom up" marketing, as it has 



come lo be known, is a system that is 

gaining much popularity, especially in 
itie realm of smali business management. 
As a m [titer of fact there arc many 
examples of ibis concept in practice in 
the locks rm' thing industry that are doing 
quite well at securing their Littte corner 
of the market. I will give you some 
specs hr ex amp lex in a few moments but 
first let's look a bit closer at the process. 
t am assuming first that we arc 
talking about a small operation; a 
partnership or possibly a sole pro- 
prietorship. I believe that most young 
and starving shops will fit into this 
category. Secondly, L assume that the 
opcrai or(s) are reasonably qualified in 
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ihcir I r sick; in I his case, locks mulling. 
Now, let's get into the meal of the 

system. Firsts go to the potential buyers 
and sec what (heir needs arc. "Good 
morning Mr. Consumer. Do you need 
11 lock smith? I Live you ever needed 
one? When would you consider e idling 
a locksmith? How much would you 
expect to pay? Do you have dead ho] Is 
on all of your doors'? Arc all of your 
locks keyed alike? Would you rut her 
pay lor ;l loek smith tn come to you or 
would you rut her do some of the labor 
yourself arid take the work to the shop? 
Would you expect your locksmith to 
carry only "lop of the line" or should 
they have an "economy"" line a^ well? 

Afler ascertaining whal the con- 
sumer^ needs are, you then take a look 
at yoUf Competition. Of nil the services 
that the consumer needs, are there any 
that are not properly add .rested hy the 
existing lock shops? Are there services 
I hat are not currently being ad euju a ielv 
provided? 

If you lake a look at the business 
world that is forming around you even 
as we speak, you will find that the 
e [it rcpre neu ria I h o in h u ts arc not bus i ness 
people who fell out of a mo UK These 
are people who sought out a need and 
I he it set out to answer that need with a 



product orservice/ihe Mary Kays and 
the Famous Amos' and Harry Millers 

of this world did not develop vast 
empires by plodding along in the fool- 
steps of those who went before. These 
people saw the new potentials and 
seized them. They made some changes 
a [id the changes made a difference. 

1 mentioned earlier I hat we have 
exam pies of these "new breed "" 1 oc ks mi i h 
businesses already out there and J 
promised to cite a few specifics. Ik tore 
! get into thai, however, le[ me give an 
overview ol' the typical "existing" 
tockshop. 

These vary from sole proprietorship 
to shops with 15-ptus employees. They 
aic ;:c-uci:illy in ;i lii^h cost stoic front 
on a prominent street or in a strip mall, 
These shops are often operated by a 
semi- retired person, or there are several 
semi-retired persons on the staff. This 
often reduces that "drive" 10 increase 
the income. As a rule ihcse businesses 
are only open dm inn hsed business 
hours and are difficult to get hold of 
after hours. Almost all of these shops 
arc exactly Like the next one, operating 
at high overhead, maintaining a hard- 
ware store appearance, and in the hack 
is a cluttered work bench with a bunch 
of impressive Looking machines, and 



piles of brass filings. 

To compete with this style of shop 
would beaciiicb. Begin by lowering the 

overhead , Do not maintain large stocks. 
Stay self-sufficient and highly mobile. 
Operate out of your home. Become 
highly efficient at what you are called 
to do most. If you want to do auto 
dealers, become quick, effective and 
economical- Learn to replace lost keys 
in 10 to 15 minutes per cylinder.

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Finding The Combination 



<l Many of you may be asking if we have access to the rear of the lock, why not just remove the 
back of the lock and avoid all this troublesome reading of the lock?** 



by R. La rich 

Many safemerj and locksmiths 
attc nip Ling to open a safe door 
may have an occasion to open the safe 
by dialing out the combination through 
the change key hole. The access to the 
change key hole can be gained by side 
drilling and using a borcseope or bor- 
i ng a hole in the rear of i he safe to view- 
the opening. 

If the safe door has a chrome plu£ 
over the change hole this plug can be 
pulled off with a special too] resem- 
bling a screwdriver with a slight bend 
on the end. {See illustration L) If a 
cover is present then a long screwdriver 
entering from the rear may have to be 
used to remove it- 



Many of you may be asking if we 

have aeecs-s to the rear of the lock why 
not just remove the back of the lock 
and avoid a 13 this troublesome rending 
of the combination? The answer is 
quite simple. The rear of the lock is 
usually attached to a spring-powered 
re locker and setting this off would 
cause additional problems.. A point to 
keep in mind is that no matter how big 
or what kind of metal plate covers the 
lock, if it's a key chan&e lock it will 
usually have easy access to the change 
key hole for convenience of the safe 
changer. 

Before we dive into [he methods lor 
opening a lock through the change key 
hole, some interesting points should be 



brought up. If the drive cam is in the 
front of the lock then there is no need to 
read this article. Sales made by Mosler 
and Die bo Id for example have their 
drive cam in the front of the lock .so 
that if viewed through the change key 
hole the tumblers will line up in their 
pro pe r o rd cr a n d sliou Id n 'i p resc n i any 
problems, [fs just a simple matter of 
writing down the gates as they line up 
and transferring to [he drop-in point. 
The lock thai presents the real prob- 
lem ii the Sargent & Green Leaf lock 
found on most *afcs in today's safe 
market. Lt is a common lock and ihe 
drive cam is in the rear, meaning that 
the first wheel you ace is actually the 
third number and it also is in the way of

Connecticut to visit I he Lock Museum 
of America. This excellent museum is 
located north of New York City in the 
Wmcrbury area. Here you will find 
examples of locks hoth old and new, 
bu \ cs pecia lly interest in j: i s t he col led ion 
of really old locks, including one which 
is tour thou?! unci years old. Tluit. ot 
course, would be the Egyptian pin 
tumbler lock. 

The Lock Museum of America was 
founded In 1972 arid is overseen hy 
curator Thomas llennessy, Ei^ht display 
rooms contain ;l tremendous collection 
of locks and locksmith, related items. 
These include a cannonball safe, thirty 
early time locks, British safe locks p 
padlocks, handcuffs and keys. The E^le 
Lock room displays over a thousand 
tocks dating from 1854 through 1954. 

A bank lock room shows hank locks, 
vault and safe locks as well as time 
lock*. One of the locks on display is a 
200 number dial combination lock 
manufactured in IS 65. An article on 
this lock appeared in the September 
J989 issue of Thr JVuiionttl Locksmith.

Q: / have a question regarding she 
article by Jack Roberts about Servic- 
ing Weiser 'E' Locks, in the November 

issue of The National Loek smith. 
Something he said has me confused. 
He said, "..-you can pick and turn a 
Weiser plug all day long but it won't 
retract fbe latch unless the spring- 
loaded spindle is pushed info position. 
This requires the use of the 'shim pick' 
( Wei ser part ft 1425) along with a turn- 
ing wrench and pick." 

ll struck mens rather strange that, in 
the course of business, I have been 
picking Weiser locks for at least 22 
years now, and I have yet to run across 
one where the latch does not retr&et 
upon turning the plug (and the outside 
knob, of course}. 

'The only exceptions that I have 
found would he where the square slot 
in the inside knob is worn so badly that 
the locking spindle wilt no longer release 
the inside knob. In this case then, one 
would have So turn the plug, and use a 
shim pick or 'pusher-turner' toot to 
remove the outside cylinder m Jack has 
explained. Then pull out the locking 
spindle, us well as the hitch spindle, 
hiserf a screwdriver or simitar tool info 
She now open hole, catch she square 
slot in the latch, turn either right or left, 
and the latch retracts. If this was the 
case, however, chances arc that tire cus- 
tomer has the key and has been locked 
out due to the inside knoh not releasing. 

One other hit of confusion here, ft 
also said at the end of the article that 
Weiser has discontinued the "E" series, 
yet in my very-current locksmith supply 
catalog, I can find that the "E" series 
locks are stilt listed for sale.

tlie 073 y 2 arc both similar and different, 

Both locks are mounted Vl>, but the 
handle mechanism and rclocker differ 
significantly, the ailack on both of 

these units is the same for side punching. 

I" sing a reference book Mich as. The 
Guide iv Safe Optmtuu by Dave 
McOmie, is recommended. Determine 
the distance from the face of the door 
lo the bolt, then determine (he center- 
line of the dial to the end of the (VD) 
bolt, and make the mark on the side of 
the safe. 

You wilt drill thro u.gh the o Liter s h cc L 
metal, the insulation, and then into the 
only bolt cavity on i he hinge side of the 
safe. The end of the active bolt will then 
be encountered. I used a 5/ 1 6" hole and 
inserted u drift punch, The end of I he 
bolt is easy to feel because it has some 
spring movement. 

Once properly centered, beat the 
punch with a hammer. If you slide off 
the bolt, you will not feci ii move, but 
hear a solid thunk. You do not want 
this. A few hits later, the handle will 
move and the door will open. That is 
the easy pari . 

I have taken over two hours to open 
oru- ot'tlie-xc units I rum the I rout, with 
careful drilling and scoping, nol to 
mention the hardplate and the ex- 
penditure of drill bits. The total opening 
on a rcccnl Victor (Remington Rand, 
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072'/;] toot seven minuicv including 
measuring, drilling and punching. 

The incredibly long part was repair. 
In [henry, when you punch ihc 073^ 
bolt, (he bar will or should jump out nf 
the way, and the unit will open with 
little repair. Not true with this 072& 
When t punched I lie bull in, it twisied a 
lot of I Ik in hit boll handk cam 
mechanism* and the cusioin lock holt, 
The time to repair is about two hours. 
This saved me time in opening the safe 
but the repair was very difficult. 

The sale man must make the final 
decision as to what attack methods 10 
use fur opening a safe.

Never leave Lhc customer unhappy. 
Work for those referrals and return 
calk. Charge a fair price. You will find 
(hat most as si o triers will he pleased to 
pay you < lie equivalent of 335 to S45 per 
hour if they are getting the service they 
need. Because you are a mobile Lock- 
smith consider dropping your service 
call and install instead, a higher per 
service rate, plus, a minimum. For 
instance, instead of a S25 service call 
pi us S7.50 per cylinder to rekey, you 
may find you will get more business 
and referrals by charging no service call 
and HO per cylinder with a $40 
minimum purchase. If the customer 
lias only two locks to do you can often 
sell additional services 10 £ei hint over 
the $40 minimum. "Well sir, is chert 
anything else we can olTur in the way of 
service? Perhaps a door viewer for your 
front door or a "Charlie Bar" for those 
sliders?'* This method should be 
tempered with a Mute wisdom because 
it may be unwise to ^ei a S4D price to a 
simple job 1 i ke an a u r. < > * j pe n inp, VI ;i y he 
that is the going price in your area, but 
I am sure that there are some rural 
locations where the price is closer to 
S25. Jusl keep your ears open to your 
own marketing public, and don't let 
pressure from other locks hops influence 
what you determine to be a fair value 
for your tabor. Price fixing is counter- 
productive to the free enterprise system, 
because it encourages poor quality 
service and usually over- inflated prices. 

I can already hear I hose large fixed 
location proprietors warming up their 
pens for those letters to the ed itor that 
this article is sure to spawn, but before 
you place pen to paper let me suggest 
this to you. If you notice an enterprising 
locksmith oul there competing in your 
comfortable turf don't get angry. This 
new competitor is liable to stimulate 
the community interest in the trade, 
And besides, he is no I competing in lhc 
arena that you have become so com- 
fortable in: the hardware and in -shop 
bench type work. He leaves you with an 
area that you can specialize in too Also 
you may want to consider sub-

through the change key hole has 42, 41 
and 43 added to it. We have to do ihis 

.so thai our found gates align up under 
the lock's fence. By adding these values 
to our combination, the safe should 
dial open if it's a Sargent & Orcenleaf 
lock. 

The change key hole when viewed 
from the rear should resemble an arrow. 
{See tliutf ration tf.) If ii points lo the 
right it is a standard installation. If any 
other view is present thu lock could be 
mounted up or down. Plenty of light is 
important to view the inside of the safe 
and a probe light that is used inside a 
car door can be a real plus to see the 
lock tumblers. 

A viewer that is; used to eyeball keys 
hanging in the ignition lock of a car 
could also be utilized to bring the 
change key hole more into perspective. 
A pad of paper on a clipboard also 
makes writing easier when performing 
this method. It should be mcnlioned to 
use ihc crows fool on top and not the 
changing index, The gates should be 
lined up; not the change key holes 
themselves because they are much too 
hard to see through. 

Until this method was developed, 
many safes were needlessly drilled and 
much lime was wasted with Olher 
methods. Here is a weakness present- 
ing itself to the safeman and he is 
unable to dial the safe because of the 
way the t lieu biers are arranged. 

Good luck safe crackers and re- 
member if you sec that change key hok 
it can be used for more than inserting a 
change key. A bo re scope anywhere 
near the change keyhole tan res u 11 in a 
successful opening, ■ 
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
